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Mum raising money to send son to US for vital treatment

A PROUD mother is raising mon¬ 
ey to take her brave boy who gives 
himself weekly injections to stave 
off the effects of life-threatening 
diseases, to America for treatment. 

Five-year-old Nicholas Stewart 
was diagnosed at birth with mul¬ 
tiple illnesses that put pressure on 
his internal organs, including his 
heart, and cause swelling, including 
to his left hand. 

Doctors have now told his moth¬ 
er Becky Stewart, 27, they cannot 
operate on a mass in his stomach, 
known as a lymphangioma, because 
it surrounds major blood vessels. 

But Ms Stewart, a pensions ad¬ 
ministrator from Monkswell Lane 
in Chipstead, was thrown a lifeline 
after learning of a doctor in Boston 
who is trialling thoracic duct sur¬ 
gery that could provide a cure. 

She has now set up a justgiving 
page to try to raise £200,000 for the 
trip, the tests and the treatment. She 
has raised just over £8,000 so far, and 
thanked friends and family for do¬ 
nations and support. 

Ms Stewart said: “I felt quite re¬ 
lieved (when I found out about the 
trial). All the doctors here have al¬ 
ways told me there is no cure.”

Kingswood Primary School stu¬ 
dent Nicholas has several diseases 
- the most serious of which is lym¬ 
phangioma, a mass in his stomach 
that puts pressure on his internal 
organs. 

Despite this, Nicholas, who was 
born eight weeks premature and 
also suffers from hearing loss, re¬ 
mains upbeat, his mother said. 

Ms Stewart said: “He’s a very 
happy child. 

“He’s very tough. He actually 
helps me with the weekly infusion 
putting the needles in his own legs. 

“He doesn’t seem to recognise 


pain like we would because he has 
always felt it. Sometimes he will be 
in excruciating pain. 

“He gets upset about spending a 
lot of time at Hospital, even though 
it’s like a second home to him.” 

Ms Stewart added that Nicho¬ 
las’s school had been supportive by 
holding an assembly to let children 
known about his condition, but the 
five-year-old does sometimes attract 


unwanted comments when out and 
about. 

“He does get upset about the 
hand, but he does want to look like a 
normal child,” she said. 

“It’s knocked his self-confidence. 

“At school they’ve been really 
good. 

“Before he started they explained 
his condition and so far, no one’s 
been horrible to him. 


“But, when he used to have com¬ 
pression bandages on his hand, peo¬ 
ple blamed me for ‘burning him’. A 
lot of the time it’s the adults who 
are the worst. 

“I don’t think I could go through 
what he does.”

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Atkins to be bought by Canadian company and faces £90m ‘cost synergies’ 

Engineering firm agrees to 
multi-billion pound takeover

Greenbelt 
study plan 

THE “treasured jewel in 
Epsom’s crown” is perform¬ 
ing well, according to an in¬ 
dependent study assessing 
green belt land in the bor¬ 
ough. 

Only one area - the land 
east of Chantilly Way, Epsom 

- scored badly against the 
majority of green belt cri¬ 
teria, in a council-commis¬ 
sioned report, Epsom and 
Ewell Borough Council’s li¬ 
censing and planning policy 
committee heard last night. 

Four parcels of land - land 
to the south of Worple Road 
and east of Chalk Lane, land 
to the east of Beverley Close, 
Ewell, land at The Ridge, 
and land at Nonsuch Park 
on the Ewell-Cheam border 

- were also identified as per¬ 
forming well against green 
belt criteria, despite not 
being designated greenbelt 
land. 

Natalie Durney-Knight, 
senior planner at Atkins, 
which carried out the study, 
wrote that the study was not 
assessing the development 
potential of land and did not 
make recommendations for 
adding to the greenbelt. 

She concluded: “The 
Green Belt Study has demon¬ 
strated that the area of des¬ 
ignated Metropolitan Green 
Belt within Epsom and Ewell 
is, on the whole, highly per¬ 
forming.”

EPSOM’S largest employer 
will be subject to more than 
£90m of “cost synergies” af¬ 
ter agreeing to a £2.1bn take¬ 
over by a rival Canadian en¬ 
gineering and construction 
group. 

WS Atkins, an engineering 
consultancy based in Ashley 
Road, Epsom, agreed to the 
multi-billion pound acqui¬ 
sition by SNC-Lavalin this 
week. 

In a statement announcing 
the takeover, the Canadian 
engineer firm declared it 
expected the takeover to “de¬ 
liver approximately $120m 
(£93.77mi) of cost synergies 
by the end of the first full fi¬ 
nancial year” after the move 
goes ahead. 

A SNC-Lavalin spokesper¬ 
son also wrote that it expect¬ 
ed Atkins’ employees to be 
“a key factor in maximising 
the opportunities”, but said 
the acquisition would not 
result in worse “remunera¬ 
tion terms” for Atkins man¬ 


agement and employees, and 
that existing contractual and 
statutory employment rights 
would be “fully observed”. 

Atkins has 18,000 employ¬ 
ees and last year its revenues 
were about £20bilion. 

An SNC-Lavalin spokes¬ 
person wrote: “SNC-Lavalin 
considers that Atkins’ em¬ 
ployees will be a key factor in 
maximizing the opportuni¬ 
ties that the acquisition will 
present and the executive 


leadership of the combined 
entity will also aim to retain 
the best talent across Atkins 
and SNC-Lavalin.” 

SNC-Lavalin president and 
CEO Neil Bruce said: “We 
are very pleased to announce 
this proposed acquisition 
that is fully aligned with our 
growth strategy, creating a 
global fully integrated pro¬ 
fessional services and project 
management company - in¬ 
cluding capital investment, 


consulting, design, engineer¬ 
ing, construction, sustaining 
capital and operations and 
maintenance. By combining 
two highly complementary 
businesses, we will increase 
our depth and breadth of ser¬ 
vices to position us as a pre¬ 
mier partner to public and 
private sector clients.”

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Surrey Wildlife Trust has launched a campaign to save hedgehogs 

Solving prickly problem 


A WILDLIFE trust has 
launched a campaign to save 
prickly creatures which are 
disappearing at a faster rate 
than tigers ahead of National 
Hedgehog Awareness Week. 

Hedgehogs are in trouble, 
Surrey Wildlife Trust has 
warned, and the trust is call¬ 
ing on all animal lovers to 
keep an eye out for them and 
report their findings on a 
new ‘Hedgehog Hotspots’ web 
page. 

The project is being 
launched to coincide with 
National Hedgehog Aware¬ 
ness Week 2017, which runs 


from April 30 to May 6, 
and is backed by the Brit¬ 
ish Hedgehog Preservation 
Society 

Hedgehogs used to be a fa¬ 
miliar and well-loved visitor 
to British gardens, but their 
numbers have fallen by near¬ 
ly a third since 2002 - they’re 
disappearing faster than ti¬ 
gers are worldwide. 

In 1950 the UK population 
was roughly 30 million, but 
fewer than one million hedge¬ 
hogs are left and numbers 
continue to decline.

Proposed cycle schemes and pavement repairs could be scrapped 


Budget cuts could spell the 
end of improvement plans

PLANNED cycling schemes 
and improvements to pave¬ 
ments in Epsom and Ewell 
could be abandoned due to 
hundreds of thousands of 
pounds of budget cuts, a coun¬ 
cillor has warned. 

County councillors on 
the borough’s committee 
Local Committee would re¬ 
ceive £5,000 each to spend 
on small projects - but this 
would represent a reduction 
from £35,000 each in previous 
years. 

Commitments to proceed 
with setting up Residents’ 
Parking Zones (RPZs) and 
waiting restrictions request¬ 
ed by residents in Church 
Road, Woodcote Side and 
Portland Place will be hon¬ 
oured, the committee’s chair¬ 
man has insisted. 

But Labour borough coun¬ 
cillor Kate Chinn feels mak¬ 
ing Surrey’s roads safe should 
be the committee’s priority, 
and claimed that elderly res¬ 
idents had told her they are

afraid to go outside because 
of the state of roads and pave¬ 
ments. 

“They just become house¬ 
bound,” she said. 

The committee is made up 
of a majority of seven Resi¬ 
dents’ Association (RA) coun¬ 
cillors, two Conservative and 
one Labour councillor. 

If these numbers remained 
roughly similar after next 
month’s county council elec¬ 
tions, committee chairman 
Eber Kington said, the RA 
would vote to pool the remain¬ 


ing £17,000 of the initial funds 
of £77,000 for remaining pro¬ 
jects. 

But this will not be enough 
to adequately repair the bor¬ 
ough’s roads, fix its footways 
and protect its pavements, 
Cllr Kington told the Epsom 
Guardian. 

“Members’ allocations will 
not go far, but then £77,000 will 
not go far,” Cllr Kington said. 
It’s about trying to squeeze 
£355,000’s worth of work out 
of £77,000. 

“It will not be like it was in 


previous years.” 

The committee’s budget for 
the 2017-18 financial year is to 
be slashed by almost 80 per 
cent, according to emails seen 
by the Epsom Guardian. 

In 2016-17 the committee 
received £355,433 from Surrey 
County Council but that is set 
to tumble to £77,273 - a cut of 
about 78 per cent. 

Countywide highways pro¬ 
jects of £44m will remain this 
year, according to Surrey 

Surrey County Council’s 
cabinet last month approved 
£72m worth of cuts from 
frontline services across the 
next five years as it attempts 
to offset sustained govern¬ 
ment cuts and “poor spending 
decisions”. 

The government has cut 
the council’s annual grant by 
£170million since 2010, while 
demand for adult social care, 
learning disabilities and chil¬ 
dren’s services is increasing. 

But Surrey Liberal Dem¬ 
ocrat leader Hazel Watson 
said the financial crisis 
had been exacerbated by 
“the poor stewardship of 
Surrey’s finances by the 
Conservatives”.

Chairman says proliferation of boards gives impression homes can’t sell

THE sheer number of estate 
agents’ boards staying up be¬ 
yond the sale period threatens 
to make Ewell village look de¬ 
pressed and full of hard-to-sell 
properties, the chairman of 
Ewell Village Residents’ Asso¬ 
ciation has claimed. 

Brian Angus, a former ward 
councillor for the village, is 
now praying for a rule change 
that would prevent this from 
happening in the future. 

He directed his ire at estate 
agents’ signs being too numer¬ 
ous, duplicated and up for too 
long in and around Ewell at a 
Licensing and Planning Policy 
Committee meeting last week. 

In particular, he singled out 
a group of three ‘For sale’, ‘Let’ 
and ‘Sold’ signs in Station Ap¬ 
proach, leading to Elizabeth 
Court and Celia Court, which 
he claims have been there for 
more than a month. 

The Personal Agent insist 
this is not the case, that they 
have been instructed by ven¬ 


dors to put the boards up, and 
that the boards have not and 
will not be on display longer 
than necessary, and are on dis¬ 
play legitimately. 

It has agreed a sale and will 
take down the appropriate 
board when the deal is final¬ 
ised, the let board will be taken 
down once a tenant is moved in 
on May 2, and the other board 
is a genuine for sale sign. 

Mr Angus said he believed 
the proliferation of signs gives 


the impression Ewell is “an 
area is depressed and full of 
hard-to-sell properties”. 

He said: “Most people want 
no estate agents’ signs com¬ 
ing into their pretty village. 
The regulations need to be 
changed.” 

He told the council meeting 
on Thursday, April 20, that the 
regulations, which are adopt¬ 
ed throughout Wales, and by 
some English councils, would 
“answer (his) every prayer”. 


They include the boards 
having to be displayed on the 
property to which they relate 
- this prevents lots of signs be¬ 
ing put up in communal areas 
of flats or on verges adjacent 
to the property 

The regulations also say 
that boars must be removed 
within 14 days of completing 
the sale or letting. 

However, as it stands Estate 
Agents need approval from the 
council but not formal plan¬ 
ning permission. 

Committee chairman Gra¬ 
ham Dudley told Mr Angus he 
would arrange a private meet¬ 
ing with council officer Mark 
Berry about whether there 
could be a rule change. 

An Epsom and Ewell Coun¬ 
cil spokesman said: “The 
council regularly highlights 
these requirements to estate 
agents operating within the 
borough. 

“We do try to take a prag¬ 
matic approach; recognising 
the aspirations of residents 
buying and selling property 
and balance this with any pro¬ 
liferation of boards which can 
impact negatively on an area’s 
appearance.”

LIDL UK confirmed it has sub¬ 
mitted a planning application 
for a new store in Epsom’s Upper 
High Street.

“If granted this would mark a 
multi-million pound investment

Lidl informally announced 
its plans for the “medium-sized 
foodstore” in April 2016 in an ob¬ 
jection to rival chain Aldi’s appli¬ 
cation for the old Dairy Crest site 
just metres away 

The Aldi application was unan¬ 
imously rejected by Epsom and 
Ewell Borough Council’s plan¬ 
ning committee in April 2016. 


Councillor George Wood said 
at the time: “In all my years on 
the planning committee I fail to 
recall a time when the planning 
officers have so definitively rec¬ 
ommended refusal.” 

If approved, the planned store 
in Epsom would add to Lidl’s ex¬ 
isting store portfolio of 650. 

The company hopes a decision 
will be made on the application 
towards the end of the summer, a 
spokesman stated.

36-YEAR-OLD Catriona Ed¬ 
wards, from Blackheath, fell 
into a coma after she fell ill 
with meningitis while back¬ 
packing in Australia aged 19. 

“I was having a great time 
until one day I was taken ill 
in Queensland. My hostel 
room mates were so worried 
about me that they made sure 
I got to hospital as quickly as 
possible. In the ambulance on 
the way there I could feel my 
breathing slow down and by 
the time I got to hospital my 
legs were extremely painful,” 
she said. 

“I was put into a medically 
induced coma, which lasted 
for 13 days. During that time 
the disease decimated my en¬ 
tire body. I had lung failure, 
kidney failure, a globally 
enlarged heart and a heart 
murmur. 

“My blood had stopped 
flowing and clotting normal¬ 
ly. All of my muscles, ten¬ 
dons and ligaments wasted 
to nothing. Thanks to the ex¬ 
cellent treatment I received, 
I pulled through. However, 
walking, talking, swallowing 
and smiling were just some 
of the things I had to re-learn 


from scratch.” 

The first symptoms of 
meningitis and septicaemia 
are usually fever, vomiting, 
headache and feeling unwell. 

A classic symptom is a 
blotchy rash that does not 
fade when a glass is rolled 
over it, but this does not ap¬ 
pear in many cases. 

Limb pain, pale skin, and 
cold hands and feet often ap¬ 
pear earlier than the rash, 
neck stiffness, dislike of 
bright lights and confusion. 

People who are ill with 
meningitis and septicaemia 
can deteriorate rapidly and 
not everyone gets all of these 
symptoms. 

23-year-old Letitia Egan, 
from Worcester Park, lost a 


friend to meningitis as an 
A-level student at Sutton 
High School, and described 
how it could be a “frighten¬ 
ingly fast” killer. 

“I set myself the challenge 
of running the London mar¬ 
athon and running for MRF 
was the obvious choice. In 
2011 I became acutely aware 
of meningitis and how fright¬ 
eningly fast it can kill when 
one of my friends, Georgia 
Tait, was taken from us”, she 
said. 

“We had just finished 
our A-levels at Sutton High 
School. Georgia got ill on 
her 18th birthday and died 
just weeks before she would 
have received her astounding 
A-level results and taken up 


her place at Durham Univer¬ 
sity 

“Teenagers are one of the 
age groups most at risk of 
meningitis yet so few young 
people know the symptoms.” 

Rob Barnett, 32, from Croy¬ 
don, survived meningitis two 
years ago after suffering a 
sudden “splitting” headache 
and sickness. 

Rob said, “In the summer 
of 2015 I was all set to cook 
my yearly barbeque for 100 of 
my friends and neighbours 
when two days beforehand, I 
started to get a splitting head¬ 
ache. 

“Over the next day this got 
dramatically worse and I was 
starting to be sick a lot. When 
I went into hospital I had a lot 
of tests done including a lum¬ 
bar puncture - this is when 
doctors take a sample of spi¬ 
nal fluid for testing. When 
they told me I had bacterial 
meningitis I was more afraid 
of telling my girlfriend than 
what it meant for me as I 
knew she would worry. 

“I was then quarantined in 
a room for five days. It was a 
hard battle and the treatment 
I was given was so strong I 
had hallucinations. 

“During the long recovery 
period I had time to reflect. 
The doctor had told me that 
20 years ago I would have 
died from it. 


“I tend not to take anything 
in life too seriously but this 
frightened me. 

“Memory loss is one of the 


possible after effects of men¬ 
ingitis and I think this may 
be why I sometimes struggle 
to remember things.”

Teachers strike over 'new wave of cuts’

TENSIONS are already being 
strained in schools across 
south London as schools pre¬ 
pare to make cuts. 

We have already started to 
see some of these tensions 
boil over as teachers at two 
schools in Greenwich went 
on strike last Thursday, 
April 20. 

Children had the day off 
school as teachers from 
Plumstead Manor and Corel¬ 
li College picketed outside 
the school in protest against 
proposed redundancies at 
the school. 

Members of the National 
Union of Teachers (NUT) 
picketed in the early morn¬ 
ing, and plan to do so again 
the following week on April 
25 and 26. 

Richard Newton is a par¬ 
ent of children and both 
schools and has helped set 
up a support group for the 
school. 

He said: “It’s not fair that 
many low paid staff, who 
provide some of the most 
vital support to pupils, are 
under threat of losing their 
jobs. 

“A bigger picture is now 
emerging as other schools 
are having to fight cuts. 


“Even though I will have 
to take a day’s leave, I fully 
support the action by staff. If 
they don’t make a stand now 
then who knows what cuts 
will be introduced in the fu¬ 
ture.” 

However the question for 
these schools is whether the 
cuts they are having to make 
are due to wider Govern¬ 
ment cuts in the education 
budget. 

In a statement to the press 
from Plumstead Manor 


School, they said that “like 
many schools, we face some 
financial challenges due to 
changes in school funding.” 

Their message to parents 
about the industrial action 
went into further detail, ex¬ 
plaining how the financial 
difficulties facing schools 
will only worsen over the 
coming year. 

In a joint statement from 
Douglas Greig, head teacher, 
and Sue Le Bas, chair of gov¬ 
ernors, it said: “It is impor¬ 


tant to place what is happen¬ 
ing at Plumstead Manor in 
the national context where 
many schools are facing fi¬ 
nancial difficulties. 

“This is a situation that 
is only going to worsen for 
many other schools in the 
next 12 months.” 

At Corelli College, staff 
were called into a meeting 
just two days before the East¬ 
er holidays to be told that up 
to 17 jobs were at risk. 

A statement from Corelli 


College to parents said: “We 
are deeply saddened that 
strike action will be taken 
that will impact on the educa¬ 
tion of our students. 

“The NUT have confirmed 
that they are taking indus¬ 
trial action in this region in 
relation to their dispute with 
the Government over pen¬ 
sion, pay and workloads.” 

Tony Aldis, a parent of a 
son at Corelli, said: “Every 
child in Greenwich deserves 
the opportunity to follow 


their dreams and these cuts, 
if they go through, will not 
allow the school and teachers 
to give the support and en¬ 
couragement needed for that 
to happen. 

“Teachers, headteachers 
and governors need to take 
action now or our children’s 
education chances will suffer 
immensely. If the council or 
government are not listening 
then we need to make them 
and demand a future for our 
children.” 

Martin Powell Davies, Lon¬ 
don Secretary of the NUT, 
said: “Schools are being 
starved of funding to meet 
the rising costs of pensions, 
National Insurance and now 
the apprentice levy as well. 

“The proposed National 
Funding Formula will take a 
further cut to the budgets of 
most London schools. 

“Our teachers who will be 
out on strike are taking this 
action to fight for jobs and 
courses, but also to raise 
awareness that Local Author¬ 
ities, the Education Funding 
Agency (EFA) and the DfE all 
need to step in now to stop 
this crisis in our schools and 
make sure students get the 
education they deserve.” 

The Government says 
school funding is at its high¬ 
est level on record at more 
than £40 billion in 2016-17.

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MPs deliver letter to Chancellor outlining proposed benefits 

Call for Crossrail2 backing

CROSSRAIL 2 would show Brit¬ 
ain is “open for business” said 
more than 50 cross-party MPs who 
have called on the Government to 
back the rail project. 

The 59 MPs have delivered a 
letter to the Chancellor Phillip 
Hammond and transport secre¬ 
tary Chris Grayling, urging them 
to support the new rail lines that 
would directly connect south-west 
London and north Surrey to the 
heart of London. 

MPs from the region, includ¬ 
ing Stephen Hammond, Dr Tania 
Mathias, James Berry, Dominic 
Raab, Clive Efford, Dr Rosena Al- 
lin-Khan, Sarah Olney Tom Brake, 
Steve Reed, Paul Scully, Crispin 
Blunt, Siobhain McDonagh, Bob 
Neill and Chris Philp were among 
the signatories. 

The letter outlined the proposed 
benefits of connecting National 
Rail networks in Surrey and Hert¬ 
fordshire with an underground 
tunnel in central London between 
Wimbledon and Tottenham Hale 
and New Southgate. 

According to the letter, the pro¬ 
ject will: “Give the whole nation a 
£150bn economic boost, support¬ 
ing 200,000 new jobs, as well as 
18,000 jobs and apprenticeships 
directly and 60,000 jobs through its 
supply chain nationwide during 
construction.” 


Mayor of London Sadiq Khan 
said: “The government cannot ig¬ 
nore the growing national demand 
for it to back Crossrail 2. The fact 
that more than 50 MPs from across 
the country have crossed political 
lines to join together shows just 
how important the project is for 
the whole nation. 

“It is essential for the UK econ¬ 
omy, for jobs, for the housing mar¬ 
ket, for our transport network and 
sends a real message to the world 
that Britain is open for business. 
We’ve shown how London can pay 
directly for half of the cost; it’s 
time the government gave its un¬ 
wavering support so the UK can 
benefit.” 

It is suggested construction 
could begin in the early 2020s and 


the railway could be operational 
by 2033. 

According to Lloyds Bank, 
houses close to the Crossrail 1 
route, named the Elizabeth line 
and which begins to operate in 
2018, rose in value by an average of 
22 per cent between 2014 and 2016, 
compared to an average growth of 
14 per cent for surrounding local 
authority areas and a 13 per cent 
rise for Greater London. 

A Department for Transport 
spokesperson said: “We have re¬ 
ceived the Strategic Outline Busi¬ 
ness Case from Transport for Lon¬ 
don. 

“This needs to be carefully con¬ 
sidered to ensure it is robust and 
includes a fair, sustainable and de¬ 
liverable funding plan.”

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Phillip Schofield tells WARREN GWILLYM the story 
behind his stage return as he prepares to host 
Knights of Music at New Wimbledon Theatre... 


When Phillip Schofield arranged 
to meet an old friend down the 
pub one evening, little did he 
know that by the time the night 
was over he would have agreed 
to make his much-anticipated 
return to the stage. 

As many of us know, some 
of life's best laid plans come 
together over a few pints, and 
this proved to be the case when 
Schofield met his namesake, 
actor and producer Simon 
Schofield (no relation), for a 
good old chinwag. 

The pair had worked together 
in the highly-acclaimed 
production of Dr Doolittle, 
became friends and met up for a 
beer every now and then. 

On this particular occasion, 
once they'd got the preliminaries 
out of the way, Simon had an 
idea he wanted to bounce off the 


host of ITV's This Morning. 

Phillip said: "Simon asked me if 
I missed working on the stage." 

"He had come up with a 
concept for a show featuring 
the music of knights and dames 
and reeled off a list of names 
such as Sir Elton John, Sir Paul 
McCartney, Sir Mick Jogger, Sir 
Tim Rice, Dame Shirley Bassey 
and Sir Rod Stewart. 

"He said to me 'You should 
do it.' 

"Well, after one pint, it seemed 
like a good idea. After two pints, I 
had agreed to host the show and 
after the third pint, I'd agreed to 
sing in it." 

And so plans for the show, 
which was to be produced by 
Simon and called Knights of 
Music, came together with a 
four-date tour planned for the 
spring of 2016. 


Phillip made a sensational 
impact when he appeared on 
the West End stage in Joseph 
and the Amazing Technicolor 
Dreamcoat after replacing 
Jason Donovan in the lead role 
back in 1992 and he went on 
to earn rave reviews for his 
performances in Dr Doolittle 
six years later. 

He clearly has the theatre 
bug and the chance to appear 
in Knights of Music proved too 
tempting to turn down. 

"I thought 'well, you only 
live once', so I gave it a go as I 
thought my voice was actually 
still quite good. However, I was 
a little bit nervous at rehearsals 
because I hadn't sung in a while. 

'Two numbers from Joseph 
were to be included in the show, 
so I sang them and was amazed 
at the reaction from fellow cast 


members. It was a real buzz." 

The four-date run proved a real 
hit with theatregoers which led 
Simon to ask Phillip if he would 
come back for more in 2017, a 
challenge which he was happy 
to accept. 

The tour starts and ends this 
week, kicking-off in Nottingham 
tonight (Thursday), taking in 
Edinburgh and Newcastle 
before ending in Wimbledon 
on Sunday. 

The quick-fire schedule may 
seem punishing but Phillip 
admits this is the only way he can 
shoehorn the show into his hectic 
schedule. 

"It can only ever be a four 
day tour over the course of a 
weekend due to all my television 
commitments. 

"I've had to turn down a lot of 
West End shows. I can't do the 


theatre and the television, so one 
has to suffer and it is always the 
theatrical stuff. 

"That said, when television 
has had enough of me and 
chucks me out then I'll go back 
to theatre, presuming I'll still get 
the offers." 

The show itself is a feast of 
crowd-pleasing music and dance 
which Phillip hopes will lead to 
others wanting to experience 
more live theatre. 

'This production is a real feel¬ 
good show. 

"It will be a great introduction 
for those who have never been 
to the theatre before. It's not 
so much a toe-tapping show as 
more of a stand up and dance 
kind of show. 

"Rehearsals have gathered 
pace as the show gets closer but 
last year was wonderful. Our 


cast of amazing dancers and 
singers performed a number 
from Les Miserables and it sent 
shivers down my spine. 

'The cast is great. They are so 
experienced and have been in a 
host of West End shows. It will be 
a special night. 

"I'll be most nervous on stage 
at Wimbledon because there'll 
be plenty of people there I know, 
including my family. 

"My mum came to the last 
tour and I made her cry with my 
singing. She was crying in a good 
way, of course."

Rather than embarking on some 
epic trans-Sahara road trip, slogging 
from Lands End to John 'o' Groats 
or striking out across Eastern Europe 
to Budapest on the shores of the 
Danube, there's a lot to be said 
fortesting a car in more everyday 
circumstances. 

As well as being cheaper and less 
time-consuming to keep the editor 
onside, it should, in theory, expose 
the same issues that owners will 
encounter on their own daily routes. 

That's unless they happen to 
commute across the Mongolian 
Steppe every morning or do their 
grocery shopping at that 24-hour 
Tescos on top of the Stelvio Pass. The 
story might not be as dramatic, and 
for that we apologise in advance, 
but a week of daily grind with the 
C3 Picasso has certainly proved 
enlightening. 

Monday morning and we're off, 
stumbling bleary-eyed out of bed with 
the working week looming ahead 
like an iceberg in the fog. The C3 
Picasso's first task is the 30-minute 
journey to work through the massed 
ranks of demoralised commuters. In 
traffic, the Picasso's all-round visibility 
is a major help. 

It sits you quite upright which 
may not be to the liking of some 
but it certainly aids your view of the 
surroundings. The innovative glazed 
A-pillars are extremely handy when 
negotiating roundabouts or pulling 


out of angled junctions. They increase 
your field of vision and stop you 
having to rock your head backwards 
and forwards to see around bends as 
you do in cars with wide solid pillars. 

In stop-start traffic, the Picasso's 
long throw gearbox isn't particularly 
rewarding to use but engine 
refinement improves as the diesel 
unit in our car gets up to operating 
temperature. The suspension deals 
admirably with the tough surfaces in 
our urban centres and it's hard to think 
of a vehicle of the Picasso's size that 
rides more smoothly. 

A midweek shopping trip presents 
the Picasso with the kind of task 
for which it was created. In the car 
park, the short bonnet and virtually 
flat backend make parking a cinch. 
The Picasso's light steering and 
tight turning circle help it to slide 
effortlessly into even the tightest 
spaces. Having conducted the 
supermarket sweep, the shopping 
fitted relatively easy into the Picasso's 
boot but a word of warning. 

The impressive dimensions of the 
boot that Citroen quotes don't tell the 
whole story because the space is quite 
tall and shallow. There isn't that much 
floor area and you may have to stack 
items or fold down the rear seats if 
you go too wild in the aisles.

Out on Friday with three 
passengers in tow and the Picasso's 


people carrying capacity comes 
under the microscope. This is a real 
strong suit for the little Citroen with 
abundant headroom for all occupants 
and legroom in the rear being almost 
as generous. 

There aren't many cars of this size 
that could seat three six-foot adults in 
the rear but this one can - just about. 
There are lots of storage options in 
the cabin as well and it generally feels 
well thought out on Citroen's part. 

A motorway journey on Saturday 


gave the Picasso a chance to stretch 
its legs and show that it was more 
than just an urban runabout. That 
comfortable ride was in evidence 
again and the engine proved more 
than willing to keep up with traffic, 
even if it took a bit of time to pick up 
speed when required. The controls 
are well laid-out and the dashboard 
follows the design themes of the car's 
exterior with the rounded-off rectangle 
shapes cropping up on the display 
screens and air vents. 


The instrument display on top of 
the dash takes some getting used to 
as it's not the natural position but 
being higher up, it means you can 
glance at it quickly without taking 
your eyes off the road. Most of the 
C3's controls are straightforward but 
the stereo module that pops up on 
lots of Citroen products is behind the 
times. The buttons are tightly packed, 
too fiddly and the control interface 
isn't intuitive to use but you get the 
hang of it over time. 


Our week with the C3 Picasso 
showed it in a very positive light. It's 
got a lot more style about it than 
the majority of small MPVs but that 
doesn't come at the expense of 
practicality. There's loads of space 
inside and although the boot's floor 
area is small, rear passenger space 
is excellent and there are lots of 
storage options. On the road, it's a 
comfortable experience with a well- 
judged ride and both manoeuvrability 
and visibility are top class.

SUTTON UNITED travel 
to Macclesfield Town this 
Saturday to round off what 
has been a memorable first 
season back in the Vanara¬ 
ma National League. 

The U’s will head north 
full of confidence after last 
weekend’s stunning display 
of long-range shooting saw 
Chester soundly beaten 5-2 
with four of United’s goals 
coming from outside the 
penalty area. 

Each one of those strikes 
would have been a worthy 
contender for goal of the 
season — it’s just a shame 
that voting had closed for 
this year’s award less than 24 
hours earlier.

But, 
perhaps the best of the bunch 
was left until last. 

Nicky Bailey - one of the 
standout performers in a 
Sutton shirt this season - 
unleashed a thunderous shot 
from 30 yards that flew past 
the beleaguered Lynch to put 
the home side 5-0 up. 

Two late goals by James 
Alabi gave the Chester fans 
something to cheer about 
before they embarked on the 
second leg of their 430 mile 
round trip home but the 
afternoon belonged to the U’s 
who went on a well-deserved 
lap of honour at the final 
whistle having been denied 
that opportunity after the FA 


Cup game with Arsenal. 

The victory has elevat¬ 
ed Sutton up to 12th in the 
league table and boss Paul 
Doswell was delighted his 
team gave such a thrilling 
display in front of 2,082 at 
Gander Green Lane. 

He said: “Some of the foot¬ 
ball was outstanding and the 
quality of all of the goals was 
stunning.

[Collins] clips one in the far 
post from that free-kick. 

“Bailey scored a great volley 
against York. He did it again 
for us today with another great 
strike.

Sutton go to Macclesfield 
with the poorest away record 
in the division, something 
which Doswell is keen to 
address on Saturday 
“We’ve played OK away 
from home but we haven’t got 
the results and it would be 
lovely to reward the travelling 
supporters that are leaving 
here at 6am because they’ve 
been immense this year.”

Games takes place next April 
at the Gold Coast, Australia 
and Overall is determined to 
get his place. 

"The advantage of not 
making the world champi¬ 
onships is that I can do an 
autumn marathon and hope¬ 
fully qualify for the Common¬ 
wealth Games.
